A Slow, Snowy Return to Normal 


Crews restore power, 
rescue drivers as the 
East Coast digs out 

Philadelphia 

Crews in Maryland worked to res- 
cue motorists stranded on high- 
ways in snow drifts up to 8 feet 
tall and utility workers scram- 
bled to restore power to more than 
100,000 customers a day after a 
powerful storm disrupted the lives 
of about 50 million people from 


the southern plains up through 
the East Coast. 

The storm has been blamed for 
more than a dozen deaths, mostly 
in traffic accidents. 

Snowbound airports resumed 
limited operations, but many flights 
were still canceled or delayed. 
School systems in the path of the 
storm remained closed for a second 
day, including in Baltimore, Phil- 
adelphia and Washington, D.C., 
although New York City school- 
children headed back to class 
after only their third snow day in 


six years. 

In Washington, the federal gov- 
ernment was closed for a fourth- 
straight day. 

Paul Kocin, a meteorologist for 
the National Weather Service in 
Washington, said the storm com- 
pares to some of the greatest ever 
largely because of its timing. 

“The big difference is that it 
occurred within a week and a half 
of three other storms,” Kocin said. 
“The combination of storms is 
almost unprecedented — the amount 
of snow, the amount of impact.” 


The latest storm dumped more 
than 19 inches in Baltimore, 10 
inches in Washington, D.C., and 
16 inches in Philadelphia. About 
20 inches fell in central New Jer- 
sey, and totals ranged from 10 to 16 
inches around New York City. 

Rescue workers in western 
Maryland broke through 6-to-8- 
foot snowdrifts to reach motorists 
in more than two dozen vehicles 
stranded overnight on U.S. 340. The 
highway became impassable after 
two tractor-trailers jacknifed and 
blocked the road. Patrick waiters (ap) 


Raleigh, N.C. 

Two former Blackwater World- 
wide employees say the security 
company repeatedly billed the U.S. 
government for excessive or inap- 
propriate expenses, including a 
prostitute for workers in Afghani- 
stan and strippers in the aftermath 
of Hurricane Katrina. 

In a federal lawsuit filed in Vir- 
ginia, Brad and Melan Davis say 
Blackwater officials also deceived 
the government by double-billing 
for travel costs and creating false 
invoices. They say the U.S. govern- 
ment “has been damaged in the 
amount of many millions of dol- 
lars in funds.” 

A federal law enforcement offi- 
cial told The Associated Press that 
federal authorities in Virginia were 
investigating whether Blackwater 
had overbilled for its State Depart- 
ment work. 

The official spoke on condition 
of anonymity because he was not 
authorized to speak publicly, (ap)

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Bill Clinton Hospitalized 



Ex-president receives 
2 stents in procedure 
following chest pains 

New York, N.Y. 

Former president Bill Clinton had 
two stents inserted in one of his 
heart arteries after being hospi- 
talized with chest pains, an advis- 
er said Thursday. 

Clinton, 63, “is in good spirits and 
will continue to focus on the work 
of his foundation and Haiti’s relief 
and long-term recovery efforts,” said 
adviser Douglas Band. 

Secretary of State Hillary Rod- 
ham Clinton left Washington and 
headed to New York to be with her 
husband, who underwent the pro- 
cedure at New York Presbyterian 
Hospital. 

Stents are tiny mesh scaffolds 
used to prop open an artery after 
it is unclogged in an angioplasty 
procedure. Doctors thread a tube 
through a blood vessel in the groin 
to a blocked artery, inflate a balloon 
and slide the stent into place. 

That is a different treatment 
from what Clinton had in 2004, 
when clogged arteries first landed 
him in the hospital for quadruple 
bypass surgery. 


Backstory 

Clinton underwent emergency 
heart bypass surgery in 2004. Doc- 
tors then found four major blood 
vessels that supply oxygen to Clin- 
ton’s heart were blocked, some by 
as much as 90 percent. The surgery 
was scheduled on short notice after 
tests found that his coronary arter- 
ies were clogged. High cholesterol, 
genetics and a love of fast food were 
regarded as the likely culprits, (twp) 


With bypass or angioplasty, 
patients often need another proce- 
dure years down the road because 


arteries often reclog. 

“It’s not unexpected” for Clin- 
ton to need another procedure now, 
said Dr. Clyde Yancy, cardiologist at 
Baylor University Medical Center in 
Dallas and president of the Ameri- 
can Heart Association. 

The sections of arteries and veins 
used to create detours around the 
original blockages tend to develop 
clogs five to 10 years after a bypass, 
he explained. New blockages also 
can develop in new areas. 

Clinton has been working in 
recent weeks to help relief efforts 
in Haiti. Since leaving office, he has 
maintained a busy schedule working 
on humanitarian projects, (ap) 


Baucus, Grassley Unveil 
$85B Bipartisan Jobs Bill 


Washington 

The top Democrat and Republican 
on the Senate Finance Committee 
released a draft of the chamber’s 
jobs bill Thursday, vowing to main- 
tain the “bipartisan character” of 
their negotiations going forward. 

The $85 billion package — 
which includes a payroll tax break 
for employers hiring new workers 
along with a blend of tax credits, 
infrastructure spending and mea- 
sures to extend expiring legislation 
— is the first in what Democratic 


leaders say will be a series of job- 
creation measures the Senate will 
address in 2010. The bill also repre- 
sents a break from recent partisan 
history in the chamber, where the 
majority and minority have been 
loathe to collaborate on any signif- 
icant legislation.

Haiti May 
Release 10 
Americans 


Port-au-Prince, Haiti 

The 10 U.S. missionaries facing 
trial for trying to take a busload 
of children out of Haiti should be 
released from jail while an inves- 
tigation continues, a Haitian judge 
said Thursday, giving the Ameri- 
cans their best news since their 
arrests nearly two weeks ago. 

Judge Bernard Saint-Vil has the 
final word on whether to free the 
missionaries, though he gave the 
prosecutor-general the chance to 
raise objections. He said he was 
accepting defense attorneys’ request 
to provisionally free the Americans 
while an investigation continues. 

It is unclear when the mission- 
aries, most from an Idaho Baptist 
church group, might be released, 
and Saint-Vil said it was too early 
to say whether they would be able 
to leave earthquake-crippled Haiti 
if granted provisional freedom. It is 
also unclear what bearing releas- 
ing the missionaries might have 
on whether they go to trial. 

The Americans were charged 
last week with child kidnapping 
and criminal association after 
being arrested Jan. 29 while try- 
ing to take 33 children, ages 2 to 
12, across the border to an orphan- 
age they were trying to set up in 
the Dominican Republic, (ap) 


Iran Quashes Opposition Rallies 



Forces crack down 
on protesters as others 
celebrate revolution 

Tehran 

Hundreds of thousands of govern- 
ment supporters massed Thursday 
in central Tehran to mark the 31st 
anniversary of Iran’s Islamic revo- 
lution, while a heavy deployment 
of security forces largely prevented 
protesters from using the occasion 
to stage opposition rallies. 

The protesters were met by 
unusually large security forces, 
which closed off streets and cut 
access to groups of opposition 
supporters to the central avenue 
and square where the anniver- 
sary was celebrated. Witnesses 
reported clashes in the Sadeghi- 
yeh neighborhood, where opposi- 
tion leader Mehdi Karroubi tried 
to join the rallies. 

He was forced to leave when 
security forces affiliated with the 
Revolutionary Guard Corps used 
tear gas to disperse crowds. The 
windows of his car were smashed 
by plainclothes members of a para- 
military unit, witnesses said. 

Revolutionary Guard special 
forces, clad in olive uniforms and 
black ski masks, carried assault 
rifles as they directed groups of sol- 


diers, and there were unconfirmed 
reports of shootings. A spokesman 
for Karroubi said that a tear gas 
grenade exploded in front of the 
former speaker of parliament and 
that his eyesight was damaged. 

International media represen- 
tatives were prevented from freely 
covering the rally and were placed 
in a special area surrounded by 
government supporters holding 
up posters showing Iran’s supreme 
leader. Ayatollah Ali Khamenei.

Gunfire Kills Eight in Brazil Slum 


Rio de Janeiro, Brazil 

Gunfire erupted Thursday in a Rio 
de Janeiro slum, killing at least 
seven suspected drug traffickers 
and a policeman a day before Car- 
nival celebrations kick off 

A police spokesman said the gun- 
batde in the Jacarezinho slum started 
while police were on a routine patrol. 
He declined to be quoted by name, 
citing department policy. 

Jacarezinho is located in north- 
ern Rio, far from the tourist areas 
and the Carnival parties that open 
Friday and draw about 500,000 


visitors each year. 

But the violence nevertheless 
adds to concerns about the city’s 
image and how much it will be able 
to curtail violence as it prepares to 
host the 2016 Olympics. 

Thursday was one of the blood- 
iest days in Rio since October, 
when a drug gang war saw police 
kill scores of suspects during two 
weeks of operations. That violence 
was ignited when a police heli- 
copter was shot down by suspect- 
ed traffickers, and 2,000 officers 
began raiding slums to look for

Soldiers Ready for Afghan Siege 


International troops 
set stage for offensive 
on Taliban stronghold 

Near Maijah, Afghanistan 

U.S. and Afghan soldiers linked up 
with Marines on the outskirts of the 
Taliban stronghold of Marjah on 
Thursday, sealing off escape routes 
and setting the stage for what is 
being described as the biggest 
offensive of the nine-year war. 

Taliban defenders repeatedly 
fired rockets and mortars at units 
poised in foxholes along the edge 
of the town, apparently trying to 
lure NATO forces into skirmishes

before the big attack. 

Up to 1,000 militants are thought 
to be holed up in Marjah, a key 
Taliban logistics base and center 
of the opium poppy trade. But the 
biggest threats are likely to be the 
land mines and bombs hidden in the 
roads and fields of the community, 
380 miles southwest of Kabul. 

The precise date for the attack 
has been kept secret. U.S. offi- 
cials have signaled for weeks they 
planned to seize Marjah, a town of 
about 80,000 people in Helmand 
province and the biggest communi- 
ty in southern Afghanistan under 
Taliban control. 

NATO officials say the goal is to 
seize the town quickly and re-estab- 


lish Afghan government authority, 
bringing public services in hopes 
of winning support of the towns- 
people once the Taliban are gone. 
Hundreds of Afghan soldiers were 
to join U.S. Marines in the attack 
to emphasize the Afghan role in 
the operation. 

As the Marines waited for battie, 
they received their first mail since 
arriving in the Marjah area. 

Some Marines burned their 
letters after reading them, either 
because they didn’t want to carry 
extra weight or lose the letters dur- 
ing fighting. Others kept them. 

“I’m not burning any of my pic- 
tures or letters,” said Cpl. Chris- 
tian Martir, 23, from Northridge, 
Calif, as he stared at photos from 
his girlfriend. “I’m keeping all of

British Designer 
McQueen Dies at 40 


International fashion 
icon was known for 
edgy, daring pieces 

London 

His runway shows were often like 
performance pieces: One featured 
models with headwear made of 
trash. Another showed off 10 -inch 
heels shaped like lobster claws. 

At the pinnacle of his success, 
British fashion designer Alexander 
McQueen was found dead in his 
home Thursday, days after posting 
online remarks about the death of 
his mother. He was 40. 

The circumstances pointed to 
a possible suicide, but there was 
no confirmation from police or 
McQueen’s publicists. Authori- 
ties said the death was not suspi- 
cious, apparently ruling out foul 
play. They did not indicate how 
McQueen was discovered. 

The Sun tabloid cited an anon- 
ymous source on its Web site who 
said workers found McQueen hang-

ing in his apartment. The news- 
paper gave no further details. His 
family issued a statement asking 
for privacy. 

McQueen’s edgy pieces were 
coveted and treasured by stylish 
women across the globe and seen 
on numerous red carpets.

Wintour called McQueen “one of 
the greatest talents of his genera- 
tion. ... He brought a uniquely Brit- 
ish sense of daring and aesthetic 
fearlessness to the global stage of 
fashion.”

Frederick, Md. 

Rescue teams are trying to reach 
at least 20 stranded motorists in 
Frederick, including children, 
who have been in disabled vehi- 
cles since Wednesday. 

State and local officials say 
there are 39 disabled vehicles hold- 
ing at least 20 people, hemmed in 
by snowdrifts and unplowed roads 
throughout Frederick County. 

The vehicles are at scattered 
sites from just north of Montgom- 
ery County to the farthest northern 
points of Frederick County. 

Emergency rescue teams have 
been in cell phone contact with 
vehicle occupants who called 
for help. 


The occupants have said they 
are fine so far and are waiting to be 
pulled from snowbanks and off the 
sides of roadways, said Tom Owens, 
director of Fire and Rescue Servic- 
es for Frederick County. 


National Guard troops and a 
Maryland State Police helicopter 
are aiding local crews in the search- 
es, Owens said. The vehicles are at

Can the U.S.’ top skier 
reach the mountaintop 
battling another injury? 

Alpine Skiing 

The lasting image of Lindsey Venn’s 
2006 Turin Olympics was a body-batter- 
ing tumble during a downhill training 
run, a crash while she barreled down a 
mountainside at 50 mph or more. 

She was tossed about 15 feet. She 
slammed against the snow with her 
right knee, her back, her head. 

After being airlifted to a hospital, 
Vonn was told to forget about compet- 
ing at those Oljmipics. Undaunted, she 
began trying to figure out how to sneak 
her way out of there, intent on reaching 
the slope in time for the next race. 

“It was never a matter of ‘Can I?’ 
or ‘Maybe should I skip this race, pre- 
pare for the next race?’ I just wanted 
to ski,” said Vonn. 

True enough, she was back on her 
skis and in a starting gate less than 48 
hours after that harrowing fall. That 
determination and daring are part of 
why Vonn was favored to win up to five 
medals in the next two weeks. 

Now, though, it may take all Vonn 


can muster just to take part in the 
games. A severely bruised right shin has 
the 25-year-old star questioning wheth- 
er she will take slopes at all in what was 
to be the Vonncouver Olympics. 

She hasn’t skied since getting hurt 
and said it’s even been painful to simply 
put on a pair of ski boots in her hotel 
room to test the leg. “It’s probably the 
worst place that you can have an inju- 
ry, because you’re constantly pushing 
against your boot, and there’s no way 
around it,” Vonn said. 

Vonn, who had been the favorite to 
win gold in the downhill and super- 
G, is still slated to compete in all five 
Alpine events. 

But can Vonn perform at a high 
level? She can draw on her previous 
experiences if doubts creep in. This past 
season, she lost control during a World 
Cup giant slalom in Austria and nearly 
broke her left wrist. It turned out it was 
a bad bruise, and Vonn was back out 
there the next morning. Less than two 
weeks later, she was stringing together 
a three-race winning streak 

“I’ve fought through injuries before 
— I’m no stranger to that,” she said on 
the “Today” show. “But it’s going to be 
really hard. I just have to try to stay pos- 
itive and do the best I can.” (ap)

Washington Capitals superstar Alex 
Ovechkin made an Olympic prom- 
ise to talented center Nicklas Back- 
strom in recent weeks. If Ovech- 
kin’s Russians meet Backstrom’s 
Swedes when next week’s Olym- 
pic hockey tournament begins, the 
Great 8 is going to “kill him.” 

“Well, not kill him,” Ovechkin 
quickly countered this week when 
a reporter brought up the state- 
ment. “But I’m gonna play hard 


against him.” 

Now that the Capitals’ 14-game 
win streak is over after a 6-5 over- 
time loss to Montreal Wednes- 
day, Ovechkin’s playful threat is 
the biggest dilemma for owner 
Ted Leonsis, the man signing the 
$124 million paychecks of Ovechkin, 
currentiy the NHL points leader, and 
Backstrom, who’s moved into third 
place in the NHL points race. 

While the Capitals have reached 
unprecedented heights — they have 
the league’s best record in Febru- 
ary for the first time ever — five of 
the team’s best players will fly to 
Vancouver later this week, putting 
their bodies on the line in a hockey 
tournament that has no bearing on 


Washington’s Stanley Cup chanc- 
es. The predicament has Leonsis 
reconsidering the NHL’s relation- 
ship with the Olympics. 

“One day, someone is going to 
lose a great player,” Leonsis said 
earlier this fall. “Even though we 
have insurance, if someone suffers 
a career-ending injury, people will 
start to think twice.” 

Talented wing Alexander Semin 
(Russia), goalie of the future 
Semyon Varlamov (Russia), and 
up-and-coming center Tomas Fleis- 
chmann (Czech Republic) will join 
Ovechkin and Backstrom in Van- 
couver next week. If any suffers 
injury, it would significantly alter 
the Capitals’ lineup. 


However, Capitals 
coach Bruce Boudreau 
has said repeatedly ^ i 
during the season 
that the honor of rep- 
resenting one’s coun- 
try is too lofty for him 
to stand in the way. Even 
teammates not participat- 
ing in the Olympic tourna- 
ment believe the threat of 
injury is nothing to worry 
about. 

“We don’t think about 
those things,” said goalie Jose 
Theodore. “It’s a great expe- 
rience, and it’s gonna be fun 
for us to watch them play.” £

Win your valentine’s 
heart (and stomach) with 
tips for dining a deux 

9 ^ Call it a romance of star-crossed plates. 
Mike Hartnett’s first attempt at cooking a roman- 
tic meal for girlfriend Devin loops endlessly in his 
head, a love disaster on par with the final scene of 
“Romeo and Juliet.” “I didn’t really know how to 
cook much at the time, but I thought it would be 
fun to try chicken pot pie,” says Hartnett, 25, who 
lives in Adams Morgan. But just as the pie bub- 
bled golden brown, the meal, quite literally, took a 
nosedive. With Devin looking on, Hartnett reached 
into the oven to pull out the pan — which prompt- 
ly slipped from his hands, splattering its contents 
against the oven door. 

“Not to let the food go to waste, I actually tried 
scraping it off the door. We ended up eating it,” he 
says. “It was so embarrassing! She felt bad, but I 
was devastated. We had only been dating a few 
months.” Nearly five years later, Hartnett’s ego 
has rebounded, and the couple cook together often. 
(And, yes, they’ve even revisited chicken pot pie 
once or twice.) 

Trying to get to a man’s or woman’s heart by 
putting a homemade meal in his or her stomach 
is a time-honored dating tradition. “Cooking is a 
really personal way to connect,” explains Brendan 
Cox, executive chef at DC Coast (1401 K St. NW; 
202-216-5988), which recently offered a men’s- 
only Cupid’s Cooking Class, featuring a menu of 
risotto, slow-cooked salmon and layered chocolate 
mousse. The main lesson: Dining a deux doesn’t 
have to be a recipe for disaster — regardless of 
who’s at the burner. 

Whether you’re hoping to woo Mr. Right with 
your Bobby Flay filleting — or, er, forgot to book 
Valentine’s Day reservations — experts say simple, 
heartfelt cooking often amounts to the most roman- 
tic dinner. Still, “a special occasion is not the time 
to go out on a limb to try something you’ve never 
done,” says Matt Moore, author of the forthcoming 
guy cucina guide “Have Her Over for Dinner” ($25, 
Last Resort Press). In other words, trot out that book- 
marked mole poblano recipe another night. 
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“You’re the key component, so you have to be 
seated more than you’re flying around,” says Pat- 
rick O’Connell, chef and proprietor at the ultra- 
romantic Inn at Little Washington (Theinnatlittle- 
washington.com) in Washington, Va. Rather, craft 
your feast based on a merging of your honey’s pal- 
ate and your cooking repertoire. Even your sig- 
nature mac and cheese can be sweet if you know 
your honey hearts dairy goodness above all else. 
(Though chefs with romance on the menu might 
want to stick to lighter fare to fuel, ahem, post- 
dinner plans.) 

But while playing it safe at the stove is smart, 
that doesn’t mean you should scrimp on the details. 
For Moore, that means letting a few high-quali- 
ty ingredients take the lead. Think top-shelf salt 
and olive oil or a fresh piece of fish. “The most 
elegant dishes are ones with very few ingredients 
done really well, like raw oysters with pristine gar- 
nishes — that’s sexy,” says Dan Giusti, executive 
chef at Georgetown’s 1789 Restaurant (1226 36th 
St. NW; 202-965-1789). He suggests laying oys- 
ters on the half shell on a bed of salt and herbs, 
paired with champagne or sparkling wine, for an 
easy but swank appetizer. 

Or, get started with an abundant spread of no- 
fuss antipastos, from marinated mushrooms and 
olives to salami and artisanal cheeses, washed 
down with a festive cocktail or generous pour of 
red wine. Then if your main course dish takes extra-

long or — gasp! — burns, your hunger pangs will 
already be sated (and your date already impressed). 
Ensure your meal ends on a delicious note by prep- 
ping a make-ahead dessert, or scooping a bowl of 
ice cream topped with warm sauce and fresh fruit. 
Even easier: Pick up a to-go slice of tiramisu from 
your date’s favorite trattoria. 

“It’s not about being fussy or complicated, but 
just sharing food and enjoying your time togeth- 
er,” says Meshelle Armstrong, co-owner of Alex- 
andria’s Restaurant Eve (110 S. Pitt St.; 703-706- 
0450). 

Even so, an unexpected splurge will keep your 
date on his or her toes, whether it’s a dollop of libi- 
do-boosting caviar or made-from-scratch linguine. 
Truth be told, chefs say a little amazement is the 
true secret to dewy-eyed wining and dining, no per- 
fectly cracked creme brulee necessary. 

“So much doesn’t depend entirely on cooking 
prowess, but about how much you can allow your- 
self to have an imagination,” O’Connell says. Look 
to your dining companion for inspiration, be it a 
nostalgic love for Venice (hint: serve calamari, don 
a black-and-white striped shirt and straw hat) or a 
top-secret pining to work on a cruise ship (three 
words: the buffet overfloweth). 

“Most people try to be practical, but you can’t 
be,” O’Connell says. “Even if it’s sitting on hay bales, 
you’ve created a surprise — something that’s funny, 
charming and not predictable.” katie knorovsky 



“Valentine’s Day is all 
about being romantic and sensi- 
tive,” says Lulu Powers, author 
of the forthcoming “Lulu Powers 
Food to Flowers” ($27, William 
Morrow}.

PAN-SEARED 
SCALLOPS WITH 
RED PEPPER 
CREAM OVER 
ORZO PASTA 

Ingredients 

1 CUP heavy cream; V 2 TSP cajun season- 
ing; a 12-OZ. jar of roasted red peppers, 
drained and cleaned of seeds; 1 clove gar- 
lic, crushed; 1 TSP fresh lemon juice; 

1 CUP orzo pasta; kosher salt; fresh 
cracked pepper; 1 LB large sea scallops, 
patted dry; 2 TBSP extra virgin olive oil; 

Va cup Parmigiano-Reggiano cheese, grat- 
ed; 1 TSP chives, finely chopped 

•►Add cream and cajun seasoning to a 
Dutch oven or heavy-bottomed pot and 
bring to a slow simmer over medium-low 
heat (be careful not to burn) for 25 to 30 
minutes, stirring on occasion. Next, heat a 
large pot of water over high heat. Combine 
the roasted red peppers, garlic and lemon 
juice into a food processor or blender and 
puree for 20 to 30 seconds, or until all in- 
gredients are combined. 

Add the roasted red pepper puree into 
the simmering cream and whisk thoroughly. 
When water comes to a boil, add orzo pasta 
and cook six to seven minutes, or until al 
dente. Drain orzo in a colander and set aside. 
In the meantime, preheat a cast-iron skillet 
over medium-high heat. Season scallops 
with salt and fresh cracked pepper. Add oil 
to skillet, followed by the scallops. Cook un- 
disturbed for two to three minutes, then flip 
and cook for another one to two minutes, or 
until scallops are firm to the touch. 

Add the Parmigiano-Reggiano cheese 
into the red pepper cream, whisk thoroughly 
and remove from heat. Taste the red pepper 
cream and adjust seasoning as necessary. 
Plate the orzo, followed by a generous ladle 
of the warm red pepper cream over the top. 
Top with equal portions of seared scallops. 
Garnish with chives and serve immediately.

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The Kids 
Can All Fight 

“Percy Jackson and the Olympians: 
The Lightning Thief" overcomes its 
unwieldy title with a cleverly written, 
intensely directed story (Chris Co- 
lumbus, the director of the first two 
“Harry Potter" movies, helmed it). A 
hero’s quest for the Clearasil Crowd, 
it's full of clever nods 
to Greek mythology, 
a sweet heart and en- 
thralling combat. 

Most movie vio- 
lence is gun-based, 
but, Natalie Portman 
in “The Professional" 
aside, it’s problematic 
to hand kids guns. Sure, it’s puzzling 
why the descendants of Greek gods 
and goddesses train on broadswords 
and rapiers (wouldn’t they have up- 
graded to Beretta 9-millimeters by 
now?), but the swordplay in “Percy 
Jackson" shows why those who live 
by the sword kick ass by the sword. 

Sword combat requires an ele- 
ment of creativity and finesse, and the 
two main fighters in “Percy Jackson" 
handle their metal well. Logan Ler- 
man as Percy (the son of Poseidon) is 
the stronger, but Alexandra Daddario 
as Annabeth (the daughter of Athena), 
can certainly swing, so to speak. It 
helps that, in contrast to the cur- 
rent trend toward disturbingly skinny 
tween stars, Daddario looks healthy 
enough to actually pick up some steel. 

Hand-to-hand weaponry might 
be genrecized to fantasy, history and 
martial arts films, but by combining it 
with iPods and teen angst, you end up 
with a clanging recipe for success.

Lots of Fur, Little Fear 



‘The Wolfman’ goes 
for arty and bleak, 
but it turns out to be 
boring and not scary 

Film Review 

Authors and filmmakers have come 
up with endless ways to inject fresh 
blood into the vampire, while the 
werewolf generally has been left 
out there alone on the moors, howl- 
ing at the moon. The big screen is 
ripe for a new take on the he-wolf 
legend. Yet despite a first-rate cast 
led by Benicio Del Toro, “The Wolf- 
man” is a yawn. 

The tone adopted by director 
Joe Johnston is oppressive to the 
point of suffocating. Sure, the play- 
ers here are swept up in the story 
of a man bearing a horrible curse, 
so you don’t expect them to be hav- 
ing fun. But they don’t have to be 
so funereal about it. 

Johnston uses Lon Chaney 
Jr.’s 1941 “The Wolf Man” as a 
solid starting point. Like Chaney, 


Del Toro plays a wayward aristo- 
crat named Lawrence Talbot who 
returns to his ancestral home after 
his brother’s grisly death. Lawrence 
vows to find out who did the deed, 
leading to his fateful encounter 
with the local werewolf 

“Wolfman” pays tribute to 


Chane 3 A’s guy-in-a-hairy-mask mon- 
ster, which is nice yet kind of corny, 
since the creature doesn’t look all 
that frightening. In the climax, 
when Lawrence goes wolfmano- 
a-wolfmano with another beast, 
it resembles Chewbacca in a death 
match with a fellow Wookiee.

The filmmakers go with the 
notion that the bigger the body 
count, the scarier the terror. But 
you have no idea who’s getting 
killed and maimed in Johnston’s 
abattoir, where anonymous gyp- 
sies and townsfolk are torn apart 
in bulk. The gory effects come and 
go so quickly, though, that even the 
entrails-and-decapitation crowd 
will feel gypped. 

Del Toro starts on a note of 
bottomless gloom even before he 
joins the werewolf pack. Yeah, 
Lawrence is a doomed and tor- 
tured soul. But that’s no reason to 
doom and torture the audience.

child (Bojana Novakovic), Craven washes 
the blood off his face and gets down to 
business, runningthroughthe list of his 
daughter Emma’s contacts from her cell 
phone, and systematically contacting 
them, one by one by one.

AN EDUCATION (PG-13, 100 minutes) 
Sixteen-year-old Jenny (Carey Mulligan) 


lives in London with her anxious, ambi- 
tious parents, who are channeling all 
their post-war striving into aspirations 
for their bright, pretty daughter. Jenny 
is headed to Oxford and, presumably, 
better things when she crosses paths 
with a handsome older man who takes 
her under his wing.

It’s the story of trigger-happy 
CIA veteran Charlie Wax (John Travolta) 
and his unlikely junior partner James 
Reece (Jonathan Rhys Meyers), a desk 
jockey who hasaLwaysdreamed of ditch- 
ing hiscoverjob atthe U.S. Embassyfor 
a career in special ops.

Charlie arrived in town than he takes 
James under his beefy wing, shooting 
up half the city in what he explains is a

INVICTUS (PG-13, 133 minutes) Matt 
Damon plays Francois Pienaar, the 
captain oftheSouth African rugby team 
the Springboks, which in 1995 won the 
World Cup. The movie teLLs the story 


of that unlikely and poLiticaLLy crucial 
victory, which as much as anything was 
the result of the gentle coaxing and ada- 
mantine moraLsuasion of the country’s 
new president. Nelson Mandela. Morgan 
Freeman doesn’t play Mandela as much 
as inhabit the man, in a performance that 
seems to embody the very transcen- 
dence that Mandela himself has come

IT’S COMPLICATED (R, 199 minutes) As 
Janeand Jake Adler— 10 years divorced 
and with three grown children, yet sud- 
denly drawn back in each other’s Lives 
(and beds) after a drunken fling over the 
weekend of their son’s (Hunter Parrish) 
college graduation — ALec Baldwin and 
MeryL Streep pick up the movie and run 
away with it.

God’s given up 
on the human race and is ready to wipe us 
out— again. Profane, profanely siLLy and 
blasphemous to beat the band, the film 
begins weLL, then plunges into the abyss 
of tedium. Dennis Quaid, Lucas Black, 
Adrianne PaLicki and others yeLL, “What 
the hell IS this?" as heLL rains down on 
them. ORLANDO sentinel 
THE LOVELY BONES (PG-13, 130 min- 
utes) Peter Jackson’s movie, based on 
the best-seLLing Alice SeboLd novel, 
flagrantly disobeys the first Law of ad- 
aptation and, indeed, of filmmaking in 
general: Get the tone right. And tone is 
the firstthing sacrificed in thisshapeLess, 
overlong, mawkishly muddled pop-up 
illustration of a movie. The protagonist 
is Susie Salmon (Saoirse Ronan), who 
in a voice-over narration explains that 
she was murdered in 1973 at age 14 by 
a neighbor.

of genuinely Holmesian DNA than, say, 
“Se7en." There’s black magic here, too; 
Lord Blackwood (Mark Strong) — who 
has been going around London dispensing 
with people— has apparently risen from 
the dead.

A SINGLE MAN (R, 99 minutes) Adapted 
from a Christopher Isherwood novel by 
Tom Ford, Firth plays George Falconer, 
a college professor living in Los Ange- 
les in 1962.

As the film 
works its subtle magic, the movie takes 
on the momentum and narrative tension

When bitterness over his own career 
setback prompts Derek to blurt out to his 
girlfriend’s (Ashley Judd) daughter that 
there’s no such thing asyou-know-who, he 
finds himself with a summonsf rom the De- 
partmentof the Dissemination of Disbelief, 
where a sort of executive fairy godmother 
(Julie Andrews)ordershimtodotimeasone 
of her army oftooth fairies, (mo) 

UP IN THE AIR (R, 109 minutes) Thereare 
fewerthingsmoresublimethan Clooney in 
hiscomfort zone, and when it happens, the 
best advice isto sit back, relaxand enjoy the 
flight. In this case, literally: Clooney plays 
Ryan Bingham, a corporate downsizer who 
spends most of his life in airplanesand likes 
it that way. It is a smart, alert, supremely 
entertaining movie, in which director Jason 
Reitman toggles between comedy and 
drama, satire and soul with the aplomb of

^ “Survivors” (BBC Amer- 
ica) does not flinch or disappoint. 
At once grim and uplifting, global 
and intimate, terrifying and grip- 
ping, it takes the “end of the world 
as we know it” premise to challeng- 
ing new places. 

The movie-like two-hour pilot 
follows overlapping stories as a flu 
outbreak rapidly mutates from an 
inconvenience to an epidemic that 
leaves 99 percent of the world’s 
population dead. 

A government health minister 
struggles to stay calm on televi- 
sion when she knows that every- 
thing she’s saying is a lie intend- 
ed to prevent panic. By the time 
she has to announce the death of 
the prime minister, her audience 


is long past caring. 

It takes a long hour for the world 
to end and for our central charac- 
ters to wake up alone in a twilight 
zone of empty highways, silent 
streets and houses, and apartment 
buildings filled with fatalities.
